Ends Christmas 


Performances 
This Week 


Hartnell College’s 55-voice choir, 
under the direction of Mr. Vahé 
Aslanian and assisted by Elizabeth 
Seccombe, harpist; William T. 
Stone, organist; and three Hartnell 
student soprano soloists, Valerie 
Johnston, Sylvia Lewis, and Mary- 
lyn McLaren, made its 1953 Christ- 
mas concert debut, December 16, at 
the All Saints Episcopal Church at 
Carmel-by-the-Sea. On December 
17, it presented a similar concert at 
the St. Paul’s Episcopal Church in 
Salinas. Both concerts began at 
8 p.m. 

Choral works to be presented by 
the Hartnell choir include a Cere- 
mony of Carols written by Benja- 
min Britten; Chorales from the 
Christmas Oratorio by Johann Se- 
bastian Bach, and Rejoice, Beloved 
Christians, by Dietrich Buxtehude. 

A Ceremony of Carols, composed 
by the contemporary English com- 
poser, Benjamin Britten, in 1942, 
is a picturesque site of ten carols 
for treble voices and harp within a 
liturgical framework of a Proces- 
sion and Recession inspired by 
plainchant. 

The three chorales by Johann 
Sebastian Bach are taken from his 
monumental Christmas Oratorio. 
“How Shall I Fitly Meet Thee” is 
the concluding work of Part One. 
“Break Forth, O Beauteous Heav- 
enly Light,” is Number 12 of Part 
Two. 

The Chorale Prelude, “Herzlich 
Thut Mich Verlangen,” is a treat- 
ment of the choral tune, “How 
Shall I Fitly Meet Thee.” The fi- 
nal Chorale Prelude, “Von Himmel 
Hoch,” is based on the Chorale, 
“Good News From Heaven.” It 
has long been the custom for or- 
ganists to compose variation on 
the chorale tunes. These Chorale 
Preludes by Johann Sebastian Bach 
are among the finest examples of 
this art.

The types of Social Security Benefits available are: 
FAMILY BENEFITS: If you should die, your widow 
would get a monthly payment as long as at least one of 
your children was under 18 and in her care. She would also 
get a monthly payment for each child under 18. When a 


child turns 18,\its payment stops; 
when the widow no longer has 
children under 18 with her, her 
benefit stops. 

WIDOW’'S BENEFIT: If you 
should die, your widow would get 
a monthly payment if she is 65 
years old (or when she turns 65), 
whether or not there are children 
under 18. Thus if a young worker 
died. his wife and children would 
draw family benefits until the 
youngest of the children passed 18; 
then all payments would stop un- 
til the wife reached 65; and from 
then on she would receive the 
widow's benefit. 

RETIREMENT BENEFITS: If 
you reach 65, and retire, you get a 
monthly ‘payment. If your wife is 
65, too, there will be an added sum 
for her. If you have children un- 
der 18, there will still be another 
addition for each of them and a 
payment for your wife whether or 


~ not she is 65. 


PARENTS’ BENEFITS: If you 
should die, leaving no one eligible 
to receive the family or widow's 
benefits, but with 65-year-old _par- 
ents dependent on you, they can 
receive monthly payments. 

LUMP-SUM PAYMENT: If you 
should die, a modest cash payment 
is made immediately to your wife, 
in addition to any monthly bene- 
fits that may be paid. If you die 
single, it can be used to reimburse 
ANYONE who paid your funeral 
expenses. 

NOW FOR THE CATCH: Be- 
fore you or your family can be en- 
titled to this protection, you must 
become eligible by working under 
social security for a certain’ length 
of time. And the requirements dif- 
fer for the different kinds of bén- 
efits. In our next issue we will take 
up these eligibility requirements.
